Old  atlas 

sheds  new  light  on 

Wartbur|'s  QRANGc  tyadition

/artburg  history 
professor  Dr.  Terrence 
Lindeli  shed  new  light  on 
Wartburg’s  affinity  for  the 
color  orange  after  his  recent  perusal  of  a 1917 
Bremer  County  atlas. 

Lindeli,  who  serves  on  Wartburg’s  integrated 
marketing  committee,  has  long  been  a proponent  of 
all  things  orange.  His  recent  discovery  lends 
historical  credence  to  the  color. 

The  atlas  indicates  that  Waverly  streets  once 
carried  more  colorful  names.  Most  north-south 
streets  were  named  after  trees,  while  many  of  the 
east-west  streets  carried  the  last  names  of 
prominent  citizens  or  historical  figures.  Eventually, 
the  city  fathers  adopted  a blander  but  more  logical 
system,  laying  out  a grid  of  north-south  streets  and 
east-west  avenues,  most  designated  by  a number. 

A plat  map  in  the  1917  atlas  shows  that 
Wartburg  Teachers  Seminary  and  Academy 
occupied  property  situated  between  Apple  Street 
(now  Eighth  Street  N.W.)  and  Orange  Street  (now 
Ninth  Street  N.W.)  Orange  Street  ended  at 
Webster  Street,  directly  south  of  Old  Main.  For 
someone  standing  on  the  front  steps  of  Old  Main, 
Orange  Street  would  have  been  directly  ahead. 

Years  later,  after  the  construction  of  Luther  Hall 
and  subsequent  campus  development.  Third 
Avenue  was  closed  through  the  campus  and  Ninth 
Street  ended  at  Luther  Hall.  The  college’s  official 
address  became  222  Ninth  St.  N.W. 

Although  Lindeli  said  it’s  possible  that  the 
school  colors  originated  from  the  proximity  to 
Orange  Street,  no  one  has  unearthed  any  evidence 
to  support  that  argument. 

In  fact.  Dr.  Ronald  Matthias  ’54  writes  in  his 
history.  Still  on  the  Move:  Wartburg  College  1852- 
2002,  that  “the  choice  of  orange  and  black  as 
school  colors  came  from  Clinton.” 

Wartburg  College  moved  to  Clinton  in  1894 
and  remained  there  until  moving  back  to  Waverly 
in  1935. 

“The  question  of  why  Clinton  chose  black  and 
orange  as  the  school  colors  may  be  lost  in  the  mists 
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of  history,”  says  Randall  Schroeder  ’82,  Wartburg 
information  literacy  librarian,  who  also  has 
researched  the  history  of  the  college’s  mascot  and 
school  colors. 

“It  has  been  suggested  that  black  and  orange 
represented  the  fall  foliage  of  the  Clinton  campus.  It 
has  also  been  suggested  that  black  and  orange  are  a 
variation  of  the  democratic  flag  of  Germany,  which 
originated  near  the  Wartburg  Castle.  This  is  pure 
conjecture,  however,  because  there  simply  aren’t  any 
written  records  of  why  Clinton  chose  that  particular 
color  combination.” 

Schroeder  notes 
that  the  earliest 
mention  of  school 
colors  he  found  came 
in  the  June  1909 
issue  of  the  Wartburg 
Quarterly  in  Clinton. 

EH.  Voelker  closed 
his  history  of  the 
Class  of  ’09  by 
writing,  “The 
thoughts  of  the 
Orange  and  Black, 
and  the  filial 
devotion  to  Old 
Wartburg  are  the  ties 
that  shall  bind  our 
hearts  together 
wherever  we 
may  be.” 

Early  in  2004, 
the  college  received 
a 1908  pennant  from 
Wartburg  College 
at  Clinton.  That 
pennant  displays 

black  “WC”  letters  on  an  orange  background  at  its 
wide  end,  but  the  point  features  gold  1908 
numerals  on  a green  background. 

Thus,  the  Development  Office’s  recent  fund- 
raising slogan,  “Turn  Your  Green  to  Orange,”  also 
appears  to  have  some  basis  in  history.

The  sight  of  the  Eiffel  Tower  makes  some 
couples  teary-eyed,  but  the  Wartburg  Chapel 
is  what  brings  a lump  to  Rachel  Glesne 
Partello’s  throat. 

On  Dec.  31,  1996,  Darin  Partello  ’97 
proposed  to  Rachel  ’96  in  the  chapel. 

“He  did  a great  job;  he  decorated  and 
even  sang  to  me,”  she  recalls.  “The 
memories  we  have  of  the  chapel  are 
ones  we  will  never  forget.” 

As  a result,  the  chapel  was  a 
logical  choice  for  the  Partellos’ 

Aug.  2,  1997  wedding.  “It  was 
the  start  of  our  marriage  from 
the  beginning,”  Rachel  says. 

“We  love  Wartburg,  and  it  and 
the  chapel  will  always  be  a part 
of  our  marriage.” 

In  addition  to  getting  an 
education,  many  students  meet 
their  future  spouses  at  college. 

Because  of  this,  on-campus 
weddings  are  common  at 
colleges,  and  Wartburg  is  no 
exception,  says  the  Rev.  Larry 
Trachte  ’66,  college  pastor.  In  the 
past  eight  years,  the  Wartburg 
Chapel  hosted  more  than  120 
weddings. 

“I’m  glad  that  in  addition  to 
traditional  college  functions,  such  as 
chapel  and  worship  services,  the  facility 
has  hosted  so  many  weddings,”  Trachte 
says.  “Weddings  are  such  happy  occasions, 
and  I’m  pleased  that  the  college  can  be  the 
site  of  such  events.” 


The  chapel,  which  opened  in  the  spring  of  1994,  didn’t 
host  its  first  wedding  until  May  27,  1995.  That  day, 
Bryan  and  Angie  Hibbard  ’91  Buffington  moved 
their  outdoor  ceremony  to  the  chapel  following  a 
storm  that  left  six  inches  of  standing  water  at 
their  rural  Waverly  wedding  site.  They 
returned  to  the  chapel  in  2002,  when  Trachte 
officiated  at  the  July  17  baptism  of  their 
daughter. 

The  Wartburg  Chapel  isn’t  Nashua’s 
famed  Little  Brown  Church,  nor  does  it 
strive  to  be,  Trachte  says.  However,  he 
does  think  it’s  important  to  offer 
students,  alumni  and  college  employees 
a place  for  their  weddings. 

“Wartburg  weddings  are  mini- 
homecomings,” he  says.  “They  bring  a 
lot  of  people  back  to  campus  and  are 
wonderfully  positive,  a real  affirmation 
. of  the  role  college  plays  in  our  lives. 

Plus,  the  Wartburg  Chapel  is  a special 
place  for  many  of  us;  it’s  holy  ground.” 
While  not  open  for  outside  weddings, 
the  chapel  is  available  for  students, 
alumni,  faculty  and  staff  members  and 
their  children. 

Before  the  college  built  the 
Wartburg  Chapel,  some  students  and 
alumni  were  married  at  area  churches. 
Trachte  says  the  churches  were 
accommodating,  often  inviting  him  to  assist. 
He  has  also  traveled  farther  distances  to 
officiate  or  assist  at  weddings,  but  he  says  it 
wasn’t  the  same  as  marrying  a Wartburg  couple 
on  campus.

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“The  Wartburg  Chapel  was  the 
ideal  place  for  my  wedding,”  she 
recalls.  “Wartburg  has  been  a part  of 
my  life  since  I was  6 months  old.  I 
have  only  missed  two  Homecomings 
since  then.” 

Cheryl’s  wedding  was  a bit  of  a 
Homecoming,  too.  “The  chapel 
represented  to  me  Christian  values, 
the  Wartburg  family  I had  grown  up 
with,  the  community  and  my  parent’s 
devotion  and  caring  for  the  college 
and  its  people.  These  are  all  things 
that  remain  important  to  me,”  she 
explains. 

Andrew  ’00  and  Melissa  Voss  ’99 
Brobston  chose  to  marry  in  the  chapel 
because  they  had  attended  many 
chapel  services  there. 

“We  wanted  to  make  sure  God  was 
involved  in  our  ceremony,”  Melissa 
told  the  N’West  Iowa  Review  in  a 
1999  article.  “That  was  one  of  the  most  important 
parts  to  us.” 

For  some,  the  chapel  offers  common  ground.  Troy 
Smith  ’94  came  to  Wartburg  from  Anamosa,  and  his 
bride,  Lynn  Litzer  Smith  ’94,  is  originally  from 
Madison,  Wis.  As  a result,  the  chapel  was  a crossroads 
at  which  their  families  could  gather  on  June  15,  1996. 

“Waverly  was  not  the  hometown  for  either  one  of 
us,”  Lynn  explains,  “yet  our  families  traveled  from 
faraway  to  attend  our  wedding.” 

The  Wartburg  wedding,  at  which  Trachte 
officiated,  also  allowed  the  Rev.  Daniel  Litzer  ’65,  to 
“just  be  dad  “ on  Lynn’s  special  day. 

Yet  heat  nearly  wilted  the  momentous  occasion. 
“The  day  before  the  wedding,  the  air  conditioning  in 
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the  chapel  broke  down,”  Lynn  recalls.  “It  was  around 
95  degrees,  and  so  we  were  all  kind  of  worried  about 
the  heat.  They  had  to  overnight  a part  to  fix  the  air 
conditioning.  It  came  in  time  for  the  rehearsal  and  the 
wedding  - just  in  time  to  save  the  day!” 

Unlike  the  Smiths,  some  families  find  it  odd  when 
students  choose  Wartburg  over  a hometown  wedding. 
Yet  Trachte  believes  it’s  perfectly  logical  for  students 
and  alumni  to  get  married  on  campus. 

“(Students)  most  often  have  been  away  from  their 
home  congregation  for  four  years.  Maybe  the  pastor  has 
changed,  or  maybe  they  haven’t  remained  active  during 
college.  For  a student  having  a wedding  at  Wartburg, 
it’s  meeting  half  way,  a middle  ground.  Wartburg  is  a 
special  place  for  them  where  they  met  many  friends.  It’s 
where  the  next  step  of  their  lives  took  them.” 

Dan  ’03  and  Suzanne  Just  ’02  Schuknecht  are  one 
of  the  most  recent  couples  to  marry  in  the  chapel, 
having  exchanged  vows  Dec.  27,  2003- 

“We  decided  to  get  married  in  the  chapel  because 
of  the  location  for  our  families,  the  facilities  it  provided 
and  the  memories  Wartburg  holds  for  us,”  says 
Suzanne. 

In  fact,  the  couple  met  under  somewhat  convoluted 
Wartburg  circumstances. 

Brenda  DeWall  ’74  roomed  with  Gail  Cutler 
Kittleson  ’72,  and  both  married  pastors.  Nearly  25 
years  later,  the  former  roommates  introduced  Suzanne, 
whose  childhood  pastor  was  Brenda’s  husband,  the 
Rev.  Robert  Dodge  ’74,  and  Dan,  whose  pastor  is 
Kitttleson’s  husband,  the  Rev.  Lance  Kittleson.  Pastor 
Dodge  officiated  at  the  Schuknechts’  wedding. 

Trachte,  who  began  his  30th  year  last  fall, 
participated  in  the  chapel  dedication  in  1994  and 
performed  the  wedding  of  his  daughter,  Joy  ’97,  there 
three  years  later.  “It’s  a beautiful  facility,  with  the 
acoustics,  organ,  seating  and  natural  light. 
Photographers  love  it,  because  it  makes  for  wonderful 
and  unique  wedding  pictures.” 

Cheryl  Lundsgaard  couldn’t  agree  more.  “My 
wedding  was  perfect,”  she  recalls.  “With  the  large 
windows  and  an  afternoon  wedding,  the  chapel  was 
filled  with  sunlight.  I also  enjoy  the  association  my 
children  now  have  with  the  chapel,  Wartburg  and  the 
place  their  parents  were  married.” 

In  1994,  Trachte  officiated  at  20  weddings,  a feat 
he  won’t  soon  duplicate.  In  the  summer  of  2003,  he 
presided  over  the  marriages  of  more  than  10  couples. 

That’s  quite  a few,  especially  considering  Trachte’s 
job  description  doesn’t  specifically  mention  “wedding 
officiant.”  He  nonetheless  relishes  his  duties  and  takes 
great  care  with  each  couple,  getting  to  know  them  as 
individuals  and  as  partners. 

“I  like  to  make  sure  that  I focus  on  the  couple  on 
the  weekend  of  the  wedding,”  he  says.  “That’s  why  I 
don’t  like  to  do  two  in  a weekend.”

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Students  engaged  to  be  married 
or  considering  marriage  can  attend 
"Preparing  for  Marriage"  classes  to 
help  build  a strong  marriage 
foundation  and  relationship,  says 
the  Rev.  Larry  Trachte  '66,  college 
pastor. 

Trachte  encourages  couples  to 
attend,  though  singles  are 
welcome.  He  leads  the  class,  which 
includes  special  guests.  The  sessions 
are  free  to  students  and  friends  of 
the  college. 

Students  may  consult  with  the 
pastor  who  performs  the  ceremony 
as  to  whether  or  not  these  sessions 
may  replace  some  of  the  pre- 
marriage counseling  normally  done 
by  home  clergy. 


SESSIONS  INCLUDE: 
Expectations  of  Marriage 
This  session  examines  reasons  for 
marriage,  expectations  and  hopes 
that  are  brought  into  marriage. 
Participants  can  also  discuss  shared 
goals  for  married  life.  Questions 
such  as,  "What  is  love?"  and  "How 
do  you  know  you'll  stay  in  love?" 
are  addressed. 

Adjusting  to  Married  Life 
A panel  of  married  couples  talk 
about  their  marriages,  the  problems 
and  the  joys  of  adjusting  to  each 
other.  Panelists  also  offers  advice 
and  talk  about  how  they  would 
have  prepared  for  marriage 
differently  and  what  happens 
"when  children  interrupt." 


Sexuality  and  Family  Planning 
Allen  Hospital's  Women's  Health 
Center  in  Waterloo  leads  this 
session  that  explores  questions  like, 
"How  do  we  go  about  family 
planning?"  and  "What  methods  of 
birth  control  are  best  for  us?"  This 
session  concludes  with  a film  that 
shares  in  the  birth  experiences  of 
various  couples. 

Where  the  Buck  Stops 
Money  problems  are  the  cause  of 
friction  in  many  marriages, 
especially  young  ones.  Lois  Lindeli 
leads  a discussion  of  practical  tips 
on  budgeting,  purchasing  and 
financial  planning.

It’s  not  fully  operational,  but  the  impact  of 
the  new  Science  Center  is  already  evident  on  the 
Wartbufg  campus. 

“The  amount  of  space  we’re  adding,  and  the 
opportunities  that  will  result,  are  amazing,”  said 
President  Jack  R.  Ohle  as  the  new  building 
opened  for  Winter  Term  classes  Jan.  6. 

With  an  east  and  north  wing,  the  new 
structure  forms  a quadrangle  with  Becker  Hall  of 
Science,  now  dosed  for  renovation.  It  more  than 
doubles  the  college’s  classroom  and  laboratory 
facilities  in  the  sciences  and  features  new  spaces 
for  faculty  and  student  research.  It 
takes  Wartburg’s  scientific 
equipment  to  a new  level  of 
sophistication  and  allows  faculty  to 
maximize  the  active  engagement  of 
students  in  science.  With  more 
laboratories,  all  equipped  with 
multimedia  presentation 
equipment,  professors  are  merging 
lecture  and  lab  classes. 

Dr.  Keith  McClung,  associate  professor  of 
biology,  said  he  now  flows  lecture  and  lab 
together  in  his  upper-  level  cell  biology  class.  “It  is 
hopefully  more  interactive  and  interesting  for  the 
students,”  he  said,  adding  that  easy  access  to 
examples,  samples  and  equipment  enhances  what 
were  formerly  lecture  sessions. 

New  lecture  halls  feature  raised  seating  for 
large-group  presentations,  but  the  wide  rows 
permit  students  to  turn  their  chairs  around  and 
work  together  in  small  groups. 


Even  small  improvements  have  made  a big 
impact  on  students,  said  Dr.  Ann  Henninger, 
biology  department  chair. 

“What  the  students  talk  about  most  are  the 
chairs,”  she  observed.  Chairs  with  adjustable 
backs  have  replaced  the  stools  formerly  used  in 
the  biology  labs. 

The  Science  Center  is  connected  to  the 
campus  skyway  system,  providing  easy  access  to 
the  library  and  a majority  of  college  buildings.  In 
the  bone-chilling  and  snowy  days  of  Winter 
2004,  students  and  faculty  found  the  indoor 
connection  especially  appealing. 


Henninger  credits  the  science  faculty  and  the 
maintenance  and  information  technology  staffs 
with  yeoman  service  and  flexibility  during  this 
transitional  period.  Until  the  Science  Center  is 
completely  finished  and  the  Becker  Hall 
renovation  is  done,  most  faculty  members  occupy 
makeshift  offices. 

Henninger,  who  shares  space  with  a colleague 
in  what  will  ultimately  become  the  cadaver  room, 
maintains  a sense  of  humor. 

“I  tell  people  the  cadavers  this  year  are  sitting 
up  - and  talking,”  she  said  with  a smile.

Truesdale  with  saving  Capital. 

“In  part,  it  was  a matter  of  making 
the  most  of  available  resources,”  said 
Matthias  at  the  Dec.  23  memorial 
service.  “Beyond  that,  it  was  a matter  of 
creatively  marshaling  new  resources. 
Vern  was  the  man  who  ‘put  it  all 
together.’  It  was  a monumental 
achievement.” 

In  1998,  Truesdale  received 
Capital’s  Steilhorn  Aw^ard  for 
"outstanding  and  devoted  service.”  He 
also  served  on  the  boards  of  Lutheran 
Senior  City  and  Lutheran  Social  Services 
of  Ohio  and  was  president  of  the  Bexley 
Area  Chamber  of  Commerce.

Making  the  Wartburg  connection 

Mary  Margaret  Smith,  former  Wartburg  academic  dean,  and  I 
were  classmates  in  the  American  College  of  Education  fellows 
program  during  1993-94.  When  she  and  former  President  Robert 
Vogel  asked  me  to  serve  on  the  board,  I agreed. 

In  May  2002,  my  wife  and  I traveled  with  the  board  to  Eisenach, 
Germany,  to  visit  the  Wartburg  Castle.  The  trip  was  marked  by 
an  exceptional  opportunity  to  understand  w'here  the  college  came 
from  and  connect  with  its  roots. 

Forming  a bond 

Although  I am  not  an  alumnus  of  the  college,  my  time  on  the 
board  has  been  marked  by  ease  of  association.  I think  being  in  the 
higher  education  industry  for  the  past  20~plus  years  has  given  me 
the  opportunity  to  understand  the  industry.  There  are  a lot  less 
differences  between  institutions  than  many  people  believe. 
Winston-Salem  State  University  is  a historically  black  college  and 
twice  the  size  of  Wartburg.  Despite  this,  I have  noticed  many 
more  similarities  than  differences  between  the  two. 

Wartburg  fills  a need 

In  my  time  with  the  board,  I have  brought  a general 
understanding  of  the  academic  affairs,  from  curriculum 
management  to  understanding  the  academic  process.  I think  that 
in  many  respects,  Wartburg  is  like  most  small,  private,  residential 
college  campuses  across  the  country;  it  fills  a very  important  niche 
in  higher  education.  I have  been  pleased  to  be  associated  with 
Wartburg. 
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Wartburg  joins  plan 
to  cut  cost  of  tuition 

Wartburg  has  joined  the  national  Independent  529  Plan,  which  offers  parents 
relief  from  rising  tuition  costs. 

Under  the  plan,  parents  can  lock  in  current  tuition  rates  by  purchasing  a 
tuition  certificate  for  their  child.  When  the  child  reaches  college  age,  the 
certificate  can  then  be  redeemed  at  participating  colleges.  Seven  Iowa  colleges  are 
among  220  institutions  across  the  country  now  participating  in  the  program, 
including  Central  College,  Graceland  University,  Loras  College,  Luther  College, 
Northwestern  College,  Waldorf  College  and  Wartburg. 

According  to  an  article  from  the  Des  Moines  Register,  average  private  college 
tuition  and  fees  increased  nearly  $5,000  between  1992-93  and  2002-03. 

Parents  can  open  accounts  for  $25,  but  contributions  must  total  at  least  $500 
within  two  years.  Parents  lock  in  tuition  rates  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

As  a result,  parents  or  grandparents  of  a 3-year-old  child  can  invest  $100  per 
month  in  the  529  plan  during  2004.  At  the  end  of  the  year,  they  will  receive  a 
$1,200  certificate.  The  certificate  is  good  toward  a portion  of  that  year’s  tuition 
cost  at  a participating  institution  when  the  child  is  ready  to  attend  college  in 
2019.  In  addition,  each  participating  college  discounts  its  tuition  by  at  least  one- 
half  percent. 

The  plan  is  the  first  national  program  of  its  kind.  The  plan  gets  its  name 
from  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  that  created  it.  Plan  earnings  are  tax-deferred 
and  free  of  federal  income  tax  when  used  for  qualified  college  expenses. 

If  the  child  opts  to  attend  a nonparticipating  college,  the  certificate  can  be 
transferred  to  another  family  member,  the  purchaser,  or  it  can  be  refunded. 

“This  is  one  of  the  many  ways  Wartburg  works  to  keep  its  distinctive 
educational  experience  affordable  and  accessible  to  families,”  said 
President  Jack  R.  Ohle,  who  serves  on  the  national  Independent  529  Plan  board.

New  scholarship  honors  college, 
seminary  founder

A new  scholarship  agreement  between  Wartburg  College  and  Wartburg 
Theological  Seminary  in  Dubuque  honors  the  Rev.  Wilhelm  Lohe,  w'hose  vision  led  to 
the  establishment  of  both  institutions. 

Through  the  agreement,  dependents  of  faculty  and  staff  members  at  the  college 
and  the  seminary  will  qualify  for  Wilhelm  Lohe  Scholarships.  Wartburg  College  wdll 
offer  up  to  two  full-tuition  Lohe  Scholarships  per  year  to  dependents  of  Wartburg 
Theological  Seminary  faculty  and  staff. 

In  return,  the  seminary  will  expand  eligibility  for  its  Lohe  Scholarships. 

Previously,  two  hill-tuition  scholarships  have  been  available  each  year  to  Wartburg 
College  graduates.  Under  the  new  agreement,  dependents  of  Wartburg  College  faculty 
and  staff  will  also  be  eligible. 

College  President  Jack  R.  Ohle  described  the  agreement  as  one  of  the  many  ways 
in  which  the  two  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in  America  (ELCA)  institutions  have 
cooperated  in  mutually  beneficial  endeavors. 

“The  college’s  Sesquicenrennial  celebration  in  2002  and  the  seminary’s  150th 

observance  in  2004  afford  numerous 
opportunities  to  gain  a much  deeper 
understanding  of  the  rich  shared 
history  and  foundation  upon  which 
both  institutions  are  building  for  the 
future,”  he  said. 

Ohle  received  an  honorary  degree 
from  the  seminary  in  2001.  Dr.  Duane 
Larson,  seminary  president,  received  an 
honorary  degree  from  the  college  in 
2002, 

“This  is  an  added  benefit  for  our 
faculty  and  staff,”  said  Larson,  noting 
that  seminary  faculty  and  staff,  unlike 
their  ELCA  college  colleagues,  have  no 
tuition-remission  benefits  for 
undergraduate  education.  “Likewise, 
the  seminary  scholarships  will  offer 
college  faculty  and  staff  a previously 
unavailable  benefit  for  graduate  study.” 

The  college’s  Discovering  and 
Claming  Our  Callings  initiative 
enables  more  partnerships  that  will 
enhance  the  college  and  seminary 
curricula  and  provide  support  to 
students  preparing  for  church 
vocations. 

Dr.  Lake  Lambert,  project  director, 
said  the  Lohe  Scholarships  support  the 
church’s  need  for  effective,  well- 
educated  leadership.  “We  also  hope

The  Knights  continued  during  the  fall 
season  to  prove  Wartburg  is  a growing  power. 

The  men’s  team  made  history,  winning 
the  school’s  fi,rst  Iowa  Conference  postseason 
tournament  title  and  gaining  an  NCAA 
Division  III  national  tournament  berth.  The 
women  qualified  for  the  conference 
tournament  for  the  third  consecutive  year.

Dual  individual  national  champions 
highlight  2003  season 

The  2003  Wartburg  cross  country  season 
produced  more  history  for  an  already  tradition- 
rich  program. 

Missy  Buttry  '05  of  Shenandoah  repeated  as 
national  champion,  and  Josh  Moen  '05  of 
Fairbank  won  his  first  title,  making  the  Knights 
the  first  teams  in  Division  ill  to  earn  individual 
national  crowns  in  the  same  year.  The  men 
finished  fifth,  five  spots  higher  than  any 
previous  finish  in  school  history.

Wartburg  continued  a steady  progression  on 
the  links  in  the  fall  of  2003.

Becoming  the  first  Wartburg  football 
starter  to  play  both 
ways  on  a full-time 
basis  since  Brian 
Albert  ’77  played 
linebacker  and 
running  back  in  the 
early  1970s,  Kelley 
took  the  roles  of 
starting  wide  receiver 
and  defensive  back  for 
the  Knights.  He 
ended  his  career  as  the 
all-time  leader  in 
interceptions  (22)  and 
set  a new  standard  for 
single-season 
receptions  (60). 

Kelley  took  the 
dual  role  full  time  in 
2003  out  of  necessity. 

“It  came  about 
because  of  an  injury 
to  Chris  Winter  late 
in  the  2002  season,” 

Willis  said.  “We 
needed  another 
receiver  quickly,  and 
Cody  was  our  choice. 

I figured  he  could 
handle  the  situation,  having  played  both  v/ai/s 
in  a limited  role  in  2002.” 

Kelley  still  likes  the  defensive  side  of  the 
ball  the  best.  “It’s  fun  getting  a chance  to  hit 
people,”  he  said.  “However,  it  was  great  to 
have  a chance  to  do  both  things  on  a ream 
that  did  so  much  for  the  program.  It  was 
awesome  playing  with  this  group  of  guys  and 
raising  the  bar  again  for  Wartburg  football.” 

Kelley’s  biggest  challenge  may  have  come 
in  the  preseason. 


“There  was  a learning  curve  with  this  in 
getting  to  know  the  offense,”  he  said.  “It  was 
a lot  to  take  in,  and  I was  a little  concerned 
with  the  endurance  of  playing  a whole  game 
both  ways.”

“It  was  just  a 
good  opportunity  to 
get  to  know  a lot  of 
other  great  guys,” 
he  said.  “You  always 
play  against  them 
and  want  to  stop 
them  in  games, 
but  you  sometimes 
don’t  get  a chance 
to  meet  them  off 
the  field.  I’ve  been 
fortunate  to 
develop  some  frie,ndships  due  to  that  Aztec 
Bowl  experience.” 

If  he  handles  making  a move  toward  the 
next  level  like  he  did  the  two-way  starter  role, 
Kelley  could  be  playing  on  Sundays,  which  is 
his  ultimate  dream. 

“I’ll  be  continuing  workouts  to  keep  in 
shape  for  whatever  might  be  down  the  road,” 
he  said.  “It’s  just  a matter  of  waiting  and 
seeing  what  happens.”

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Alumnus  believes  'it's  never  too  late'

When  Dr.  Edwin  Wolfgram  ’54  was  48,  he  couldn’t  run  to  the  end  of  the 
block. 

Now  at  the  age  of  70,  Wolfgram  is  the  2003  world  champion  Hawaiian 
Ironman  in  the  70  to  74  age  group  and  a two-time  medalist  in  the  65-69  age 
group.  The  full-time  psychiatrist  is  also  a popular  speaker  on  health  and  mental 
health.  He  and  his  wife,  Dorothea,  co-wrote  It’s  Never  Too  Late,  Dr.  Ed  Wolfgram’s 
Book  of  Fitness. 

Wolfgram  was  born  on  a farm  near  Maynard,  the  youngest  of  five  children, 
during  the  third-year  of  the  Depression. 

As  he  grew  older,  he  saw  some  of  his  “contemporaries  felled  by  heart  disease 
and  strokes.”  He  felt  he  needed  to  do  something  to  keep  his  own  health  up. 

He  began  running  with  a group  of  doctors.  At  first  he  could  barely  run  a 
block  and  felt  he  was  slowing  the  group  down.  Three  months  later,  Wolfgram  was 
hooked  on  running  on  his  own  and  soon  was  competing  in  10k  races.  Within 
three  years,  Wolfgram  was  running  fast  enough  to  qualify  for  the  Boston 
Marathon. 

“I  was  doing  well,  but  my  knees  were  taking  a beating,  especially  from  an  old 
football  injury,”  he  recalls.  “Although  running  was  sometimes  painful,  I didn’t 
want  to  give  it  up.” 

Soon  he  discovered  triathlons  and  qualified  for  his  first  World  Championship 
Ironman  Triathlon  in  Hawaii  in  1988  at  the  age  of  55.  He  finished  eighth  out  of 
34.  By  1998,  he  was  second  in  the  world  in  his  64-69  age  group  and  the  top 
American.  In  2003,  he  beat  his  nearest  competitors  with  a 45-minute  lead, 
finishing  in  13  hours  and  25  minutes. 

Akkerman  is  a public  relations  and  marketing  major  from  Holland.

Author  draws  on  42  years 
of  teaching

Jacquie  McTaggart  ’60 
may  have  retired,  but  she 
can’t  stop  teaching. 

After  42  years  in  the 
classroom,  McTaggart  drew 
upon  her  experiences  to 
write  a book,  From  the 
Teacher’s  Desk.  It  was 
released  in  November  by 
booklocker.com,  an  online 
publishing  company  that 
offers  it  in  both  electronic 
and  paperback  versions. 

The  book  is  divided  into 
chapters  that  address  school 
practices,  parenting  issues 
that  affect  the  educational 
process  and  school-related 
legislation.  It  includes 
anecdotes  from  the  author’s 
experiences  with  more  than 
1,500  students. 

Each  of  the  31  chapters  focuses  on  a different  school-related  issue. 
Topics  include  professed  boredom,  phonics,  AD/HD,  reluctant 
readers,  homework,  bullying  and  retention. 

“Children  continue  to  be  as  delightful  as  ever,  but  they  are  just 
faced  with  so  many  more  challenges  than  they  were  when  I started 
my  career,”  McTaggart  told  the  Waterloo-Cedar  Falls  Courier  in  a story 
published  Dec.  3- 

McTaggart  graduated  from  Wartburg  at  the  age  of  1 9 with  a 
two-year  preprofessional  certificate.  After  stints  in  Waukon,  Albert 
Lea,  Minn.,  Strawberry  Point,  Elkader  and  the  Mental  Health 
Institute  in  Independence,  she  spent  33  years  teaching  in  the 
Independence  public  schools  and  completed  her  bachelor’s  degree  and 
graduate  work  in  education.  She  spent  all  but  two  years  of  her  career 
teaching  first  grade. 

Dr.  James  Kelly,  an  education  professor  at  the  University  of 
Northern  Iowa,  calls  McTaggart ’s  book  “a  compendium  that  will 
enlighten  and  entertain  teachers,  aspiring  teachers,  parents, 
administrators,  and  those  who  legislate  today’s  educational  policies.”

Duncan  Walker  ’98,  a former  Wartburg 
wrestler,  died  Dec.  8,  the  victim  of  homicide. 

According  to  investigators,  Walker  was 
shot  in  the  chest  at  approximately  5 a.m.  in  a 
house  north  of  downtown  Des  Moines.  Police 
said  the  homeowner,  Sheila  Allen,  had  a 
relationship  with  Walker,  who  apparently  was 
not  at  the  house  long  before  the  murder. 

Two  people  have  been  arrested,  but  at  press 
rime  neither  were  charged  with  homicide. 

At  Wartburg,  Walker  was  a full-time  student  and  member  of  the 
wrestling  team.  Head  wrestling  coach  Jim  Miller  described  him  as  a hard 
worker  whose  personality  made  him  popular  among  peers. 

“One  day  Duncan  mentioned  to  me  how  tired  he  was,”  Miller  said.  “It 
turned  out  that  he  was  working  full-time  at  IBP  in  Waterloo,  along  with 
going  to  school  and  wrestling.  He  also  had  a child.  He  worked  for 
everything  he  got  - he  never  had  anything  given  to  him.” 

Miller  also  remembers  Walker  for  his  ability  as  a singer.  “On  our  road 
trips,  we  always  have  our  freshmen  sing  their  school  song,”  Miller  said. 
“Usually  they  are  afraid  to  sing,  but  Duncan  just  stood  up  and  starred 
singing  a Boys  II  Men  song.  He  was  just  a phenomenal  singer. 

“I  remember  one  time  on  my  wife’s  birthday,  Duncan  drove  all  the  way 
to  Waterloo,  where  she  works,  to  sing  for  her;  that  just  shows  you  the  kind 
of  person  he  was.” 

Walker  did  not  wrestle  on  Wartburg ’s  first-team  lineup,  but  he  did 
compete  on  the  1996  national  championship  team. 

“Duncan  wasn’t  an  All-American  wrestler;  he  was  just  an  All- 
American  person,”  Miller  said.

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Green  awarded  $15,000  dissertation  grant 

by  Alaina  Akkerman  ‘06 

Andrew  Green  ’99  has  received  a 1 15, 000  dissertation  grant  from  the 
University  of  California  Transportation  Center  for  the  2003-04  academic  year. 

Green  earned  a Bachelor  of  Arts  degree  in  political  science  at  Wartburg.  He 
is  currently  a fifth-year  Ph.D.  student  at  the  University  of  California-Riverside. 

Green’s  dissertation  topic,  Life  in  the  Fast  Lane:  Transportation  Finance  and  the 
Local  Option  Sales  Tax,  looks  at  why  California  legislation  allows  local  counties  to 
levy  local  taxes  on  transportation.  Previously,  legislation  required  state  and  federal 
intervention. 

He  chose  the  dissertation  topic  after  working  with  his  graduate  adviser  Max 
Neiman.  According  to  Green,  “Neiman  opened  my  eyes  into  transportation 
policy.  He  is  a great  advocate  for  academic  woirk,  a true  mentor.” 

Neiman  says  Green  is  one  of  his  hardest  working  and  most  successful 
students.  “He  has  become  a real  policy  expert  in  the  field  of  state-local 
transportation  policies,  and  that  is  why  his  dissertation  will  focus  on  this 
important  topic,”  Neiman  adds. 

Neiman  believes  the  grant  will  have  a positive  effect  on  others.  “The  size  of 
the  award  should  get  their  attention.  That  is  a sizeable  award  for  dissertation 
research,  and  it  will  perhaps  direct  others  in  the  direction  of  University- wide 
research  programs.” 

The  grant  is  expected  to  increase  grant  seeking  in  statewide  programs  such 
as  the  Transportation  Institute,  Energy  Studies,  Water  Resources  Center  and  Pac 
Rim  Studies. 

Green  is  the  first  to  receive  such  a grant  and  believes  it  will  impact  both 
current  and  future  graduate  students  at  UCR.  “It  allows  those  in  the  humanities 
and  social  sciences  to  pursue  transportation  studies,  which  is  not  just  about 
building  roads,  but  also  about  policy.”
